THE RECENT ELECTIONS pointed to a 
growing distaste for N ew Labour.

0 ne hundred thousand ballot slips 
were defaced in Scotland, and whilst some 
of these might well be due to error, many 
may well have been a rejection of the vot¬ 
ing process. 

We don't believe that any political party, 
no matter how sincere their motives, can 
bring any lasting benefits for a free and 
equal society. Anyway, we know that most 
of the candidates who run in elections are 
part and parcel of the whole rotten circus of 
domination and exploitation, ortheysoon 
will be. History shows us that no person, 
however sincere, can use power without 
being corrupted, incorporated and co-opted 
into the system of governing and dominat¬ 
ing, and withoutbeing alienated from their 
base.

0 ur 
mandates would be revocable at any mo¬ 
ment, not like the present, where our so- 
called representatives would do whatthey 
liked fora minimum offourto five years.

266 WAYS TO REPRESS 



THERE ARE NO less than 266 powers un¬ 
der which State officia Is can enter someone's 
home. 


These include the right of Revenue and 
Customs to enter homes without a writ to 
seize suspected smuggled goods up to the 
power of entry that officia Is of the Environ¬ 
ment Department can invoke under the Bees 
Actof 1980! 

M ostof these powers have been created 
by parliament in the last 20 years. In the 
last seven years alone 25 new statutory en¬ 
try powers have been enacted, including 
some which can be carried out without a 
warrant. 

0 ther rights of entry includes conven¬ 
tional powers, such as police authority to 
entera house to search fora missing child 
or to arrest someone suspected of driving 
under the influence of drink ordrugs. 

Butthelistalso includesa seriesofmore 
surprising powers of entry such as: "fact- 
finding missions" under an international 
landmines convention; to allow intelligence 
services access "for purposes of national 
security"; to inspect a knacker's yard; to 
seize equipmentused in illegal broadcast¬ 
ing or evidence of related offences; to search 
for non-qualified provision of immigration 
advice or related services. 

People's homes could also be searched 
if suspected of growing "virulent weeds", 
hiding materials for making "horror com¬ 
ics" or hacking into satellite television with¬ 
out paying. 

Laws now going through Parliament will 
give bailiffs additional powers to enter homes 
in pursuitoftraffic penaltydebts. ★

gles this months looks at a strike in Ireland 
outside of union control: 


WILDCAT STRIKE IN DU BUN - Polish and 
Irish workers unite 

0 n 27th of April a spontaneous wildcat 
strike broke out in M usgrave warehouses 
in Dublin. 

The whole crew, around 80 people, both 
immigrantand natives- in solidarity stopped 
their wo rk after successive acts of discrimi¬ 
nation bythe management. 

M usgrave is a big Irish corporation, 
which owns Cetra and Supervalu in the 
Republic of Ireland, Londisand Budgensin 
G reat Britain and other networks in Spain. 
In their warehouse in Dublin, where the strike 
started, immigrants make up around 50% 
of the staff, officially employed by work agen¬ 
cies and hired by (or rather rented to) 
M usgrave. 

M anyofthem are Polish. Agency work¬ 
ers are continuously discriminated against 
bymanagers, theirworking conditionsare 
definitively worse, they're paid less and 
haven't got any rights. Their situation was 
getting worse week after week. 0 n the day 
of the strike, one of the managers gave out 
a new work schedule forthe agency work¬ 
ers. Workers' breaks were cut short and they 
were expected to work for four hours in a 
row, in temperatures of around 4 degrees 
Celsius 1 

Atthe same time, contract workers kept 
theirrightto a break every hour. The same 
day, one of the agency workers was fired 
on flimsy grounds This discrimination was 
too much forthe workers to take. Ataround 
7pm the agency workers stopped working 
and moved to the canteen. After a few min¬ 
utes the Irish workers joined them, loudly 
showing their support forthe strike. 

After less then an hour, representatives 
of the three agencies which supply workers 
to Musgrave came. Using threats and 
pleading they tried to convince the workers 
to go back to work, but they got hissed. 
Both Irish and immigrant workers agreed 
that it is a common fight to maintain the 
achievements of the union movementand 
theirhigh standards of work. Notlong ago 
M usgrave tried to cutmostofthe privileges 
of their workers. 

The strike ended half an hour after mid- 
night. ★ 


MAY DAY ALL YEAR RO U N D! 



MAY DAY IS a day to celebrate 
workers' struggles for freedom 
and justice. In manycountries, 
this day has been taken overby 
those seeking to change the 
meaning of the dayfortheirown 
authoritarian ends. In Russia 
and the countries of Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, M ay Day used to bring to 
mind triumphal parades of state 
'socialism' and in the West, M ay 
Day is dominated by marches 
of union bureaucrats and re¬ 
formist politicians. Itisimpor- 
ta nt that a na rchists reclaim this 
day reminding both ourselves 
and others, that it is a day to 
celebrate anarchism and remember all of 
those anarchists who have given their lives 
to the struggle fora transformation of soci¬ 
ety 

The origin of M ay Day as a 'Workers' 
Day' dates backto 1886 when on M aylst 
340,000 workers struck all over the US, 
calling foran eight hour day. In Chicago, 
80,000 workers came out. The following 
M onday, the police fired on strikers at the 
M cCormick Harvester factory and sixwork- 
ers were killed. The nextdaya protest meet¬ 
ing was broken up bythe police. In the en¬ 
suing melee, a bomb was thrown at the 
police, killing one outright and fatally 
wounding seven others. The authorities im¬ 
mediately accused the anarchists, who were 
active members of the 8 hour day move- 
mentin Chicago. Aftera farcical trial, with 
a jury made up of businessmen, theirclerks 
and a relative of a dead policeman, 8 an¬ 
archists were found guilty. Four were 
hanged, three spent many years in prison, 
and one committed suicide before sentence 
could be passed. Evidence later came to 
lightthatthe bomb had actually been thrown 
by a police agent, but it was obvious from 
the startthatthe aim was to demonise an- 
archistsasa wayofundermining the 8 hour 
day movement. Bosses continued to use this 
incidentto victimise working class militants. 

There was international outcry and M ay 
1st became established asan international 
day of solidarity and action by the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labour, and this was sup¬ 
ported by workers' movements, mainly in 
Europe. O ne hundred and twenty years later 
this history has been conveniently forgotten. 
In the U S, the State moved the date to Sep¬ 
tember, and renamed it'Labour Day', now 
known moreforfamilyBBQ son a long week¬ 
end than for any political association. In 
western Europe, it became the property of 
reformist political leadersand union bureau¬ 
crats and transformed into a meaningless 
ritual. Recently some governments have 


made moves to follow the US example and 
turn M ay Dayinto a dayto celebrate work. 
In the SovietUnion, China, N orth Korea and 
other so-called 'communist countries, May 
Day was turned into a display of the military 
mightofthe State. 

Whyshould we bothertrying to reclaim 
MayDay? Though we know that our strug¬ 
gle is not confined to one day a year, it is 
nevertheless important to have moments 
when we unite with other ana rchists a round 
the world and consciously remember that 
we are part of a long tradition that offers the 
only challenge to authoritarians of every 
variety. We alone argue for a society of 
equals based on the association of free in¬ 
dividuals. It is anarchists who have realised 
that any government, whatever ideology it 
professes, is inherently oppressive. Anarchists 
have ceaselessly fought againstaII govern- 
mentsand have shown in theory a nd in prac¬ 
tice that it is possible for people to organise 
themselves without giving up theirpowerto 
an institution thatthen seeks to control and 
dominate. 

And, by remembering the Chicago an¬ 
archists and their involvement in the 8 hour 
daystruggle, we also remind ourselves that, 
though we want nothing less than the total 
abolition of capitalism and all governments, 
anarchists, as workers, also wantto improve 
their living and working conditions in the 
here and now. We know thatitisonlyoutof 
these day-to-day struggles thatwe can build 
an anarchist society. 

By making M ay Dayan International Day 
of Action, we are connecting with our his¬ 
tory and other ana rchists, thereby strength¬ 
ening our resolve and giving us inspiration 
forthe struggles we wage during the restof 
the year.

ID CARDS TO DIVIDE AN D RULE IN BAGHDAD 



0 VER THE LAST couple of 
weeks The Independent 
newspaper has been report¬ 
ing the grim new develop¬ 
ment of'walled neighbour¬ 
hoods' being created in 
Baghdad 

The building of these 
walls is being led by the 
United States. This shows 
very clea rly how identity card 
technologies can easily be 
used to divide up cities and 
make them into little more 
than prisons. According to 
journalist Robert Fisk writing on April 12th, 
"Faced with an ever-more ruthless insur¬ 
gency in Baghdad - despite PresidentG eorge 
Bush's "surge" in troops - US forces in the 
city a re now planning a massive and highly 
controversial counter-insurgency operation 
that will seal off vast areas of the city, en¬ 
closing whole neighbourhoods with barri¬ 
cades and allowing only Iraqis with newly 
issued ID cards to enter." 

Buttwo weeks later, 2000 residents of a 
"Sunni enclave" marched through the streets 
with banners against the 3 mile "sectarian 
barrier" which is turning their district into 
"big prison", saying that "Children in al- 
Adhamiyah wanta Baghdad without walls." 
Politicians are in disarray with the Iraqi Prime 
M inisternow seeing the local opposition and 
calling forthe wall-building to be stopped, 


whilst the Iraqi military is arguing foritto be 
continued to “preventterrorists from mov¬ 
ing between areas." Residents are rightly wor¬ 
ried thatthe walled areas will just become 
sectarian fortresses that will end up being 
ruled by one military faction or another, 
depending on who ultimately gets control if 
and when the US military startpulling some 
of theirtroops out. 

All overthe world governments and their 
armed forces are attempting to control peo¬ 
ple by creating more artificial borders and 
by using biometric ID technologies. The Is¬ 
raeli wall is the most well-known example 
butthe USA governmentisalso building one 
across the border with Mexico. Walls, new 
border controls and ID cards are a very se¬ 
rious threat to freedom of movement and 
mustbe opposed. ★ 


BLOODY HELL! 


TH E N ATIO N AL BLO 0 D service (N BS) per¬ 
forms a vital role in collecting blood from 
donations from hundreds of sites daily test¬ 
ing the blood for, FIIV, malaria and syphilis 
and filtering the blood and separating itinto 
components. 

Staff have been in industrial dispute with 
the N BS managementforabouta year over 
unworkable reconfiguration plans which will 
see local processing and testing sites con¬ 
densed into just three 'supercentres'. 

This would mean thatblood collections 
will have to be driven hundreds of miles 
around the country, putting even more reli¬ 
ance on an already overloaded and often 
clogged up roads network. It will mean the 
loss of 600 jobs nationally.

THIS MO NTH MARKS the 70 th anniversary 
of May 1937, when fierce gunfights broke 
out in the streets of Barcelona between 
workers militias and Communist Party and 
governmental forces, in one of the bleakest 
episodes of the Spanish civil war. 

The war had started less than a year 
earlier, in J uly 1936, when fascistand right 
wing elements of the military rose against 
the government. This coup was defeated in 
many places by the resistance of the work¬ 
ing class, who armed themselves and suc¬ 
cessfully fought off the military. Often, in 
such places, a revolutionarycommittee was 
instituted by members of the unions, who 
started organizing everyday life. O ne such 
place was Barcelona, where the anarcho- 
syndicalistunion, the CNT, wasdominant. 

At the start of the war the Communist 
Pa rty was tiny. Butitsoon grew in numbers 
and influence, firstly because, paradoxically 
itopposed the revolutionary process, which 
made itsympathetic to the middle classes, 
and secondly because it controlled the sup¬ 
ply of weapons coming from Russia. They 
believed thatall the political powershould 
go to their hands, even if they had no inter¬ 
est in the revolution, and that any other 
political group should be banned. They in¬ 
tended to run a dictatorship modelled on 
the Stalinistone in Russia. 

When they felt strong enough they de¬ 
cided to attack the other groups which were 
fighting in the war alongside them. They 
seized the industries controlled by unions 
otherthan theirowns, namelythetelephone 
exchange who was in the hand of CNT af¬ 
filiated workers, and attacked their offices 
and meeting places. The other groups were 
faced with a difficultdecision, because un¬ 
like the Stalinists, theirtroops were fighting 
in the front and calling them back would 
mean exposing it to a fascist attack and 
defeat. Therefore the Communists were able 
to gain the upper hand. 

A horrible repression followed and many 
true revolutionaries were killed by the secret 
police or simply vanished in their torture 
centres. G eorge O rwell gave us an excel¬ 
lent account of these events in his book 
Homage to Catalonia 

The days of M ay 1937 showed the true 
face of Stalinism and authoritarian M arx- 
ism. It proved to the world that far from 
being a revolutionary party they were only 
interested in the seizure of power and proved 
thatthe anarchist point of view was right: 
thatthe so called dictatorship of the prole¬ 
tariat is only a repressive regime and that 
withoutfreedom there can notbe anytrue 
revolution. ★

NO BORDERS! 

0 VER100 PEO PLE held a lively protest in Crawley 
West Sussex, on 21 April, 2007, against a new 
planned detention centre nearby. The protest, 
called by the N o Borders network in the U K, aimed 
to show opposition to the new purpose-built Immi¬ 
gration Removal Centre (which is being built at 
G atwick Airport. The new prison for asylum seek¬ 
ers will have a capacity of 420 places for male 
and female detainees and is another step in the 
Labour government's efforts to meets its target of 
4,000 places in detention centres throughoutthe 
country. 

The demonstration, which was mainly made of 
two large groups from Brighton and London, 
marched through Crawleytown centre in the high 
of Saturday's shopping spree. Many leaflets were 
given out, informing loca Is a bout the reasonsfor 
the demonstration, whilstpointing outthe fact that 
a new concentration camp forinnocentpeople is 
aboutto be builton theirdoorsteps. Policing was 
relatively low butthe level of surveillance and 'in¬ 
formation gathering' was incredibly high and in¬ 
timidating.
